it was not oily Secretary Bask who was

needled for. This was the general ex­ 
pression wilh one or two exceptions of 
those I met there. I told Senators Spoon­ 
er and Sawyer that there wes great dan­ 
ger of the Bennett law beiag . made 
an 
issue in tbe coming spring dec.ion in 
Milwaukee. Senator Spooner could not 
comprehend why this should be so, for 
as fir ae he knew every one was agreed 
upon the fact that the republican party 
was not alone responsible for the paeage 
of the bill, the democrats bad voted for 
it to a man. 
He thought the republican 
party might be under the necessity of 
takiag 6oac action in the st ta convec­ 
tion. Thip, however, was a matter cf 
future consideration.

Several days ago the Hor. James 
Sutherland wrote an ait.ole for the Ga­ 
zette on oauous reform which attracted 
very general attention and called out 
many warm commendations. 
It is no doubt true that there 'is much 
need of the reform which Mr. Suther­ 
land suggests. 
The usual method of 
holding caucuses isn it the best way to 
reach an expression of the electors of a 
ward in regard to delegates to a conven­ 
tion or oandilates fir ward or cit? 
offices. 
It is not ti ways convenient for 
the majority of . I ic'ors to attend a ward 
caucus on a given night; and in fiot 
the

lest the experience ia Jaaesvi Ie seems to 
warrant this statem eit. Then again, 
there is solid f ound it ion for the 
remark

I am a ware . that there is quite a good t U 
tendance upoa the caucus; the most of 
those present, however, are induced to 
attend, by a stife between the opposing 
candidates, who in tho first place bad 
thrust t hems. I yes f or ward, aud then used 
every means in tatir power, whether hor 
est or dishonest, t i secure a nomination 
Candidates are thus usuiJy brongbr be­ 
fore the people for there support, and 
they are left to chol se tbe least of two 
evils, in voting, or elee ne t vote at all, 
which Utter course is not to be com­ 
mended.”. 
The plan which Mr. Sutherland sug­ 
gests as a remedy f ii the preseLt caucus 
evil is as fellows: “Let tbe several ward 
committees, instead of calling their cau­ 
cuses ae is usually done at seven and ore_ 
half o’clock rn the evening, open' the 
polls for the primary elect i in, say from 
three to five o’clock p. rn., and then again 
in the evening at from seven to] eight 
o’clock. ’ 
By th ii m* thod every voter 
who feels any interest at ail in election 
matters will bi a tli to go quietly to the 
polls and vote for a candidate to any con­ 
v en t :>n or for a ward officer. There ia so 
much common sense,justice, conven­ 
ience and quiet in this mi thod t f naming 
candidate! that it nill command itself to 
all right-minded people. 
The business 
man abo ae time will not always allow 
him to attend a caucus, can easily spare 
a few minutes under the caucus reform 
method, to deposit his vc ta. Aud then 
the mini*Hrs, and other good people, 
who object to elbowing their way in an 
engine boose, or in a email room filled 
with the worst smoke tbe vilest tobacco 
ever made, will have a decent opportu­ 
nity to cast bis bad it.

I H E R A C E Q UESTIO N. 
Tbe southern people^have made the 
race question one of serious difficulty,* 
and it seems to be getting more ’difficult 
as the years come aud go.

munication to the Christian Union, Mrp. 
Frances Bparhawk gives tbs southern 
spirit regarding tbe race question by 
quoting from the speeoh of Senator 
Batler, of South Carolina. 
Mr. Butlei’d epeeoh ia the senate in 
defense of t il bill providing for tbe emi­ 
gration of the ooiort d people was as ex­ 
cel I ?nt an example cf the logic used on 
that side of the question as we shall 
be likely to find. And few advocates of 
this measure are more delightfully frank, 
or, as it is sometimes put, more freely 
give themselves away.” 
Mr. Butler is 
aLxijus not to jecpardize American in­ 
stitutions. 
He believes rn unrelenting, 
unforgiving, race prejudice. He argues 
that, besides it being nett for the white 
man that the negro should go, it is silo 
tor the negro’s own good; and the way 
in which he attempts to prove this la t­ 
ter point is as amcniog aa it is ingenious. 
He says that negroes massed together 
retrograde rather than improve; that 
both negroes aod white men are better 
cif where the latter predominate in 
number.

W ashington, March 3 .— The tariff 
bill will bo reported to the House from 
tho ways and means committee about 
March 15. 
It is now so nearly complete 
that a correct general Idea of its scope 
may be obtained. One of the surprises 
of the bi IF will be its agricultural feat­ 
ures. 
There are 
to be duties of 30 
per cent, on barley and malt, 20 cents a 
pound on hops, 20 cents a bushel on ap­ 
ples, and larger proportional duties on 
other fruits, dried and fresh, and an im­ 
post of IO cents a dozen on eggs, of which 
14,000,000 dozen, valued at about S2,500,- 
000, are annually imported from Canada 
and Scotland. 
The present duty on but­ 
ter is left as it is. 
The wool schedule as at present con­ 
stituted (and it will probably remain un­ 
changed) providing that on first-class or 
clothing wools the duty shall be ll cent9 
a pound; on second-class, or combing, 
13 cents a pound; on third-class, or 
carpet wools, 2Ii cents a pound on wools 
worth at place of export 15 cents a 
pound anti 8 cents on wools worth more 
than la cents. 
This Is an Increase on 
the present rate, which provides for a 
duty of 214 cents on carpet wools worth 
15 cents or less at the place of export 
and 5 cents on carpet wools worth more 
than 12 cents. 
The present rate on clothing wools Is 
IO cents a pound when worth 30 cents or 
less and 12 cents when worth more than 
30 cents. 
On woolen and worsted yarns 
the new bill imposes a duty per pound of 
three and a half times the duty on a 
pound of unwashed wool of the first 
class and in addition thereto 40 per cent 
ad valorem. 
The sugar question has given the com­ 
mittee a great deal of trouble. The duty 
of from 2 to3)j cents now imposed upon 
sugar will he reduced. 
If it were not 
for the fart that parties interested in 
the prodi ct on o' sugar from sorghum 
or beets arc confident of tho rapid de­ 
velopment of these industries in the 
United States the conunitteee would 
make a much larger cut in sugar than 
they have, if not to place It on tho free 
list.

member of the ways and means com­ 
mittee, says there are several beot-sugar 
factories on which construction has been 
suspended in hts State, awaiting tho ac­ 
tion of the committee on tho schedule. 
The subcommittee on sugar has de­ 
cided to make sugar below No. 16, po­ 
lariscope test, dutiable at \4 cont per 
pound. 
This is a reduction of nearly 35 
per cent, and. to make up for it, the 
committee proposes a bounty of I cent 
per pound on sugar produced here. 
It 
is also understood that tho refiners are 
to have 
cent per pound on refined 
sugar in addition. 
T hat is to say, the 
duty will bo 
cent per pound on tho 
raw sugar up to and including No. 16, 
polariscope test, then 
cent per pound 
added on refined sugar.

T he subject of 
his 
discourse 
was 
“ Revision 
of 
C reeds,” and he took for his tex t John 
xi., 44: 
“ Loose him, and let him go.” 
Dr. Talm age said: 
My Bible is, at the place of this te x t 
w ritten all over with led pencil m arks 
made last December at Bethany on the 
ruins of the house of M ary and M artha 
and Lazarus. 
W e dism ounted from 
our horses on tho way up from Jordan 
to the Dead Sea. 
Bethany was the 
bummer evening retreat of 
Jesus. 
A fter spending the day in the hot city 
of Jerusalem He would go out there 
alm ost every evening to tho house of 
H is three friends. 
I think the occu­ 
pants of th at house were orphans, for 
th e father and m other are not men­ 
tioned. 
But the son and two daugh­ 
ters m ust have inherited property, for 
it m ust have been. judging from what 
I saw of the foundations and the size 
of the rooms, an opulent house. 
Laz­ 
arus, the brother, was now the head 
of the household and his sisters de­ 
pended on him and were proud of him, 
for he was very popular and everybody 
liked him, and these girls were splen­ 
did girls. 
M artha a first-rate house­ 
keeper and 
M ary a spirituelle. some­ 
w hat dream y, but affectionate, and as 
good a girl as could to found in all 
Palestine. 
But one day Lazarus got 
sick. 
The sisters were in consterna­ 
tion. 
. other gone and m other gone, 
they feel very nervous lest they lose 
th eir brother also. 
Disease did its 
quick work. 
W orse and 
worse gets 
Lazarus, until the doctor announces 
th a t he can do no more. 
The shriek 
th a t went up from th at household 
when the last breath had been drawn 
and the two sisters were being led by 
sym pathizers into an adjoining room 
all those of us can im agine who have 
h a d our own hearts broken. 
But why 
was not Jesus there as H e so often 
had been? 
F ar away in the country 
districts preaching, healing other sick, 
how unfortunate th at this Omnipotent 
doctor had not been at th at domestic 
crisis in Bethany. 
W hen at last Jesus 
arrived at Bethany Lazarus had been 
buried four days and dissolution had 
taken 
place. 
In th at clim ate the 
breathless body disintegrates 
more 
rapidly than in ours. 
If, immediately 
after decease, 
th at body had been 
aw akened into life, unbelievers would 
have said th at he was only in a coma 
tose state, or in a sort of trance, an 
by some vigorous m anipulation oi 
powerful stim ulant vitality had been 
renewed. 
No! 
Four days dead. 
At 
the door of the sepulcher is a crowd 
Ct people, but the three most momor 
able are Jesus, who was the fain ii \ 
friend, and the two bereft sisters. 
We 
w ent into tho traditional tomb in De­ 
cember. and it is deep down and dark, 
and with torches we explored it. 
We 
found it all quiet that afternoon of our 
visit, but tho day spoken of in th* 
Bibl© th ere was present an excite! 
m ultitude. 
I wonder w hat Jesus wil 
do. 
H e orders the i^por of the gravi 
removed, and then He begins to do 
scend the steps, M ary and M artha 
close after Him, and the crowd about 
them . 
Deeper down into the shadows 
and deeper! 
The hot tears of Jesus 
roll over his cheeks and splash upon 
tho back of His hands. 
W ere ever so 
many sorrows compressed into so small 
a space as in th at group pressing on 
down after Jesus, all the tim e bemoan­ 
ing th at he had not come before? Now 
all tho w hispering and ail the crying 
and all the sounds of shuffling feet are 
stopped. 
It.is the silence of expect 
ancy. 
Death has conquered, but now 
the vanquisher of death confronted the 
scene. 
Amid the awful hush of the 
tom b the fam iliar name which Christ 
had often had upon his lips in the hos­ 
pitalities of the village home came 
back to his tongue and with a pathos 
and an alm ightiness of which the res­ 
urrection of the last day shall be only 
an echo He cries, “ Lazarus, 
come 
forth.” 
The eyes of the slum berer 
open and 
he rises and comes to the 
foot of the steps, and with great diffi­ 
culty begins to ascend, for the cere­ 
m ents of the tomb are yet on him, and 
the impediments to all his movements 
are so great th a t Jesus commands, 
“Take off these cerem ents; remove 
those hindrances; unfasten these grave 
clothes. 
Loose him and let him go.” 
Oh, I am so glad th at after the Lord 
raised Lazarus He went on and com­ 
manded the loosening of the cords th at 
bound his feet so th a t he could walk, 
and tho breaking off of tho cerem ents 
th a t bonnd his hands so th at he could 
stretch out his arm s in salutation, and 
th e tearing off of the bandage from 
around his jaw so th at he could speak. 
W hat would resurrected life have been 
to Lazarus if he had not been freed 
from all those cripplem ents of his 
body? 
I am glad th at C hrist com­ 
manded his complete emancipation, 
saying, “ Loose him, and let him go.” 
T he unfortunate thing now is th at 
so many C hristians are only half lib­ 
erated. 
They have been raised from 
the death and burial of sin into life, 
but they yet have the grave clothes on 
them . 
They are like Lazarus, bob­ 
bing up the stairs of the tomb, bound 
hand and foot, and the object of this 
sermon 
is to help free th eir body and 
free th eir soul, and I shall try to obey 
the m aster's command th at comes to 
me and to every m inister of religion, 
“Loose him, and let him go.” 
First, 
many are bound hand and foot by reli­ 
gious creeds. Let no man m isinterpret 
me as antagonizing creeds. 
T he Pres- 
ch ’ ^ h is now agitated about 
its creed. 
Some good men in It are for 
keeping it because it was fram ed from 
the belief of John Calvin. O ther good 
men in It w ant revision. 
I am w ith 
neither party. 
Instead of revision I 
want substitution. 
I was sorry 
to 
have the question disturbed a t ail. 
Tho 
creed 
did 
not 
hinder 
us 
from * offering 
the 
pardon 
and 
the comfort of the gospel to all men. 
and the W estm inster confession has 
not interfered with me one minute. 
But now th at the electric-lights have 
been turned on the im perfection of 
th at creed—and everything th a t man 
fashions is im perfect—let U9 put the 
old creed respectfully aside and get a 
bran new one. 
It is impossible th a t 
people who lived hundreds of years 
ago should fashion an appropriate creed 
for our times. 
John Calvin was a 
great and good man, but ho died 365 
years ago. 
T he best centuries of 
Bible study have come since then, and 
explorers have done th eir work, 
and 
you m ight as well have th e world 
go back and stick to what R obert Ful­ 
ton knew about steam boats and reject 
the subsequent im provem ent In naviga­ 


t e inventor of the a rt of printing. 
And reject 
all 
modern new spaper 
presses, and go back to the tim e when 
telegraphy was the elevating"* s;T.als 
or the burning of bonfires on hill to es 
and reject the m agnetic wire, 
whi' h 
is the tongue of nations, as to ignore 
all the exegeses and the philologists, 
and tho theologians of the last 326 
years, and put your head under the 
sleeve of the gown of a sixteenth cen­ 
tury doctor. 
I could call the names of 
twenty living Presbyterian m inisters 
of the religion who could m ake a bet­ 
ter creed than John Calvin. 
The 
nineteenth century ought not to be 
called to sit at the feet of the six­ 
teenth. 
“ B ut,” you say, “ it is the same old 
Bible, and John Calvin had th at as 
well as tho present student of the 
scriptures.” 
Yes; so it is the same old 
sun in heavens, but in our time it has 
gone to m aking 
daguerreotypes and 
photographs. 
It 
is tile same old 
water. but in our century it has gone 
to running steam engines. 
It is the 
same old electricity, but in our time it 
has become a lightning-footed errand 
boy. 
So it is the old Bible, 
but new 
applications, new uses, new interpreta­ 
tions. You m ust rem em ber th at in the 
last 300 years words have changed their 
meaning, and some of them now mean 
more and some less. 
I do not think 
th a t John Calvin believed, as some say 
he did, in the dam nation of infants, al­ 
though some of the recent hot disputes 
would seem to imply th a t there is such 
a thing as the dam nation of infants. 
A man who believes in the dam na­ 
tion of infants himself deserves to lose 
heaven. 
I do not think any good man 
could adm it such a possibility. 
W hat 
C hrist will do with all the babies in 
the next world I conclude from what 
he did with the babies in Palestine 
when he hugged them and kissed 
them. 
W hen some of you grown peo­ 
ple go out of this world your doubtful 
destiny will be an em barrassem ent to 
m inisters officiating at your obsequies, 
who will have to be cautioned so as 
not to h u rt surviving friends. 
But 
when the darling children go there ar • 
no “ ifs” or “buts” or guesses. 
W hat 
a tim e we have had with the dogm at 
ics, the apologetics, and the berme 
neutics. 
The defect in some of 
the 
creeds is th at they try to tell us all 
about the decrees of God. 
Now. the 
only human being who wa9 ever com 
potent to handle th at subject was Paul, 
and he would not have been com­ 
petent had he not been inspired. 
J 
believe In the sovereingty of God and 
I believe in m an's free agency, but no 
one can harm onize tho two. 
It is not 
necessary th at he harmonize. 
Every 
sermon th at I have ever heard thai 
attem pted such harm onization was to 
me as clear as a London fog. as clear 
as mud. 
My brother of tho nineteenth 
century, my brother of the sixteenth 
century, give us Paul’s statem ent and 
leave out your own. 
B etter one chap­ 
ter of Paul on th at subject than all ol 
Calvin's institutes, able and honest 
and m ighty as they are 
Do not try 
to m easure the throne of God or tin 
thunderbolts of God with your little 
steel pen. 
W hat do you know about 
decrees? 
You can not pry open thi 
the door of God’s eternal counsels. 
You can not explain the m ysteries ol 
God’s governm ent now, much less tht 
m ysteries of his governm ent 500.000,- 
000,000,000,000,000 of years ago. 
I 
move for a creed of all our denomina 
tions made out of scripture quotation? 
pure and simple. 
T h at would tuki 
the earth for God. 
T h at would bt 
im pregnable against 
infidelity and 
Apollynic assault. 
T hat would bo bt 
yond human criticism. 
The denom i­ 
nation, w hatever its name be, thai 
can raise up to th at will ho th* 
millennium, will swallow up all othet 
denominations, and be one that will be 
the bride when the bridegroom com 
eth. 
Let us m ake it simple and 
plainer for people to get into the kin 
dom of God. 
Do not hinder people by 
the idea th at they may not have 
been 
elected. 
Do not tag on to the one 
essential of faith in C hrist any of the 
innum erable non-essentials. 
A man 
who heartily accepts C hrist is a Christ 
ian, and the man who does not accept 
Him is not a Christian, and th at is all 
there is of i t 
He need not believe in 
election or reprobation. 
He need no 
believe in the eternal generation of th 
Son. 
lie need not believe in everlast 
ing punishm ent. 
He need not believe 
in infant baptism. 
He 
need not be 
lieve in plenary inspiration. 
Faith it 
C hrist is the criterion, is the test, 
i 
the p iv o t is th e indispensable. 
There 
Is one passage of Scripture 
wid 
enough to let ail in who ought to entei 
aud to keep out all who ought to bt 
fcept o u t 
“ Believe in the Lord Jesus 
C hrist and thou shalt be saved.” 
Get 
a 
m an’s 
h eart 
rig h t 
and 
his 
Ufo 
will 
be 
rig h t 
But 
now 
th at the old creeds have been put un 
der public scrutiny som ething radical 
m ust be done. Some would split them, 
onmo n»f***1d onfwr Ihum Qn-’i' v 
I-1 
elongate them , some would abbreviate 
them . 
A t the present m om ent and in 
th eir present shape th e f are a hind­ 
rance. Lazarus is alive, but ham pered 
w ith the old grave clothes. 
If you 
w ant one glorious church free and un­ 
encumbered. take off th e cerem ents of 
old ecclesiastical vocabulary. 
Loose 
her and let h er go! 
Again, there are C hristians who 
are under sepulchral shadows and hin­ 
dered and hobbled by doubts and fears 
and sins long ago repented of. 
W hat 
they need is to understand the liberty 
of th e Son of God. 
They spend more 
tim e under the shadow of Sinai than at 
the base of Calvary. 
Again, my text has good advice 
concerning any C hristian ham pered, 
bothered, and bound by fear of his own 
dissolution. 
To such the book refers 
when it speaks of those who through 
fear of death 
were all th eir lifetim e 
subject to bondage. 
My brothers and 
sisters, if we made full uso of our reli 
gion we would soon get over this. 
Backed up by the teachings of your 
Bible, just look through the telescope 
some bright night and see how many 
worlds there are and reflect th at all 
you have seen compared with the num­ 
ber of worlds in existence are less than 
the fingers of your right hand com- ( 
pared with all the fingers of the human 
race. 
How foolish then for U9 to think 
th a t ours is the only world fit for us to 
stay in. 
One of our first realizations 
in getting out of this world, I think, 
will be th at in this world we were very 
much pent up and had cram ped ap art­ 
m ents and were kept on the limits. 
T he most even of our small world is 
water, and the w ater says to the hu­ 
man race, “ Don't come hero or you'll 
drow n.” 
A few thousand feet up the 
atm osphere is uninhabitable, and the 
atm osphere says to the hum an race, 
“ Don’t come up here or you can not 
breathe.” A few miles down the earth 
is a furnace of fire, and the fire says, 
“ Don’t come here or you will burn.” 
T he caverns of the m ountains are full 
of poisonous gases, and the gases say, 
“ Don’t come here or you will be as­ 
phyxiated.” And, crossing a rail track, 
you m ust look out or you will be 
crushed. 
And. standing by a steam 
boiler, you m ust look out or you will 
be blown up. 
And pneum onias and 


p ieties go across tnis earth in flocks. 
in droves, in herds, and it is a world 
of equinoxes and cyclones an ] graves. 
Yet we are under the delusion th at it 
is the only place lit to stay in. 
We 
w ant to Ste k lo the west plunk ‘mid 
ocean while the great ship “the I ity 
of God,*’ of the Cele? t a1 line, goes 
sailing past, and would gladly take us 
up in a lifeboat. My Christian friends, 
let us tear off your despondencies and 
frights about dissolution. 
My Lord 
commands me regarding you. saying, 
“ Loose him, and let him go.” 
Heaven is 95 per cent better than 
this world, 
1,000 per cent better, 
1,000,000 per cent better. 
T ake the 
gladdest, b rig h test most jubilant days 
you ever had on earth and compress 
them all into one hour and th at hour 
would be a requiem, a fast day, a 
gloom, a horror, as compared with the 
poorest hour they have had in heaven 
since its first tow er was built, or its 
first gates swung, or its first song car­ 
oled. 
“ But,” you say, “ I fear to gc 
because the future is so full of mys­ 
tery.” 
W ell, I will tell you how to 
treat the mysteries. 
The mysteries 
have ceased bothering me, for I do as 
the judges of your courts often do. 
They hear all the argum ents in the 
case and then say, “I will take these 
papers and give you my decision next 
w eek.”

you an appalling arrival at the end of 
your voyage of life, and they say th a t 
the seas will run high and that ti e 
breakers will swallow you un, or th at 
if you reach Canaan at ail it will bo a 
very rough landing.

eternal God for your 
patron.

bo worth from twenty-five to thirty 
thousand dollars. 
Spotted Horse has

The property was put up 
at sheriff s sale and McAdow bid it in 
to save himself.
